INCREASED WATER RATES 


Board of Public Works Wants More Money 


For Power from Canal. 


According to President Frank J. 


Hoffman, of the stat - board of public 
works, there is to be a general increase 
in the rate for water service from the 
canals. 
The board was m conference Tues- 
day witb tbe special canal commis- 
sioners, A. W. Thurman and A. B. 
flamlin, and it was agreed that a gen- 
eral increase is necessary. The in- 
crease has not been determined, but 
it, has been decided that the new rate 
will not be an arbitrary one. It was 
stated that a Cincinnati brewery 
vhich has been paying the state $300 
for canal water every year is willing to 
raise tbe rate to SfiOO, while the Good- 
rich people, of Akron, are said to have 
a wiilingness to do likewise.

Part City, Utah, July 17.— Thirtj-- 


iiTe miners were killed to the Daly- 
West and Ontario mines — 29 in the 
Daly-West and six in the Ontario. 


The disaster was the result of an 


explosion occasioned by John Bnrgy, 
a miser, going into one of the maga 
zincs of the Daly-West with a lighted 
candle. His act cost htm his life and 
the lives of many other miners be- 
side. His own body was blown to 
pieces. All of the other Tictims are 
recognizable, their faces being easily 
Identified by relatives and friends. 


In a twinkling deadly gas was gen- 


erated throughout the mines. 
It 


crept through every tunnel shaft and 
incline, and in a very short space of 
time scores of miners found them- 
selves face to face with death. 


U is not known how much powder 


•was exploded, bat whatever amount 
there was it went off in a terrible con- 
cussion 
The shock was something 


terrific and was heard for a long way. 


When it is stated that a horse was 


killed at tha mouth of the Ontario 
tunnel, two miles away, some idea of 
the force of the explosion may be had. 
The animal waa in use at the entrance 
to this part of the mine, aad was 
burled against the wall and machin- 
ery with such violence as to be killed 
outright.

J. W. Hove, president of the 
Tennessee miners, will not declare 
himself, saying he will use his best 
Judgment, but the members of his del- 
egation say that they are not in favor 
of a strike if it can be avoided. Dan- 
iel Young .president of the Maryland 
delegation, takes the same position aa 
Mr. Howe, and his followers say. as 
do these of the Tennessee man. that 
they do not wish a strike if they can 
keep out of it. The Missouri men are 
against & strike, and are instructed 
to fight against it on the floor of the 
convention. 
Alexander 
Patterson. 


who represents the Colorado miners. 
says that he does not favor a atrikc 
ooly as a hist resort. Indiana men 
are against a strike. The 'delegates 
from Illinois are partly uclnatructed. 
and others have instructions against 
a strike.

The action of the convention is rat- 


certain. although the situation indi- 
cates that there will be no walkout of 
the soft coal men. There are so many- 
circumstances, 
however, that may 


change the situation, that speculation 
regarding the result of the convention 
is practically worthless. If President 
Mitchell would declare his personal 
preferences, it would not be oiuicult 
to foretell the outcome. At present 
he controls the situation absolutely. 
and can swing the delegates either 
way. 
He will not say openly what ha 


wishes, however, asserting that it ia 
the province of the delegates to de- 
cide regarding the strike, and that 
while he is willing to advise, under 
no circumstances will he assume to 
dictate to the convention what it 
shall rio 


If no strike is ordered by the con- 


vention it is likely that action will 
be taken with the object of curtailing 
tlie output of soft coal, and every 
etiort win be made to Keep it out of 
the anthracite region. To this end the 
bituminous men will decide to work 
fewer hours a day. and no more coal 
will be mined than is necessary. If 
it ifi decided that this policy can be 
carried out. the chances of a strike 
will be greatly lessened.

Secretary Boot 
amya he IB glad to see by the two note* 
received from the Vatican that th« 
aoly see is animated by the best In- 
tentions to come to an understandinc 
with Wash.u>g:on about the relations 
l*e t ween the ihurcb acd state in the 
Philippines; that your auuaance has 
declared the Vatican to be disposed to 
give clear and precise instructions to 
the friars to occupy themselves with 
religion only, 
abstaining 
entirely 


from politics; and that the holy *e* 
proposes to introduce, little by little, 
ecclesiastics of other nationalities, es- 
pecially American. 
Secretary Root 


adds that he cannot do less than ac- 
Icnowledge the wisdom of these pro- 
positions, but that he must observe 
that they would not solve the qu«s- 
tton. 


"The United States has no desire to 


violate tbe treaty of Paris, and seeks, 
not a forcible, but a. voluntary with- 
drawal'of certain persons, who hap- 
pen to be Spaniards, and whose pre- 
vious experiences in tne islands had 
thrown them into antagonistic rela- 
tions with th* Catholic laity and na- 
tive clergy, many of whom have left 
their parishes and can only be rein- 
stated by using material force, which 
the United States can not permit. 
This proves that the government of 
the- Philippines has no intention to 
propose measures contrary to the In- 
terest* of the Vatican, and, -in fact, 
its interest in the church. If the ques- 
tion of withdrawal be left unsolved, 
now that the Washington government 
has persuaded the ecclesiastical au- 
thorities to see the necessity of a car- 
rying ont of this step, the later with- 
drawal of the friars under orders of - 
the religious superior could not be re- 
garded as anything but voluntary and 
would not violate the treaty of Paris; 
nor could such order be regarded M 
affirming or admitting any accusa- 
tions against the friars, because, the 
American government made no soch 
accusation. The United States OMl 
not desire the withdrawal for itself— 
it was indifferent to the presence ot 
the friars—but in the interest of the 
whole people of the Philippines, who 
were bitterly opposed to their pres- 
ence. 


"It was thought, by tbe generous 


proposal of a contract -which would 
bind the Philippine government to 
certain financial and other obliga- 
tions, to secure the much longed-for 
desire of the Philippine people in the 
withdrawal of the friars. Now that 
the Vatican does not see its way clear 
to make a definite withdrawal, the ' 
American government has deemed it 
wiser to recur to the methods of set- 
tlement of the various questions at 
issue suggested by Cardinal Rampol- 
la's first communication of June VL" 


Lost a Splendid Opportunity. 


London, July 17.—The Rome corre- 


spondent of The Morning Post de- 
clares that the failure of Judge Taft's 
negotiations with the Vatican is at- • 
tribnied there to the influence of the 
beads of the religious orders, espe--' 
daily to the Jesuit cardinal, Stein- 
huber. and that the Vatican is consid- 
ered to have sacrificed a. splendid op- 
portunity. 


Americans Astounded. 


London. July 17.—The Daily Chron- 


icle's Rome correspondent, referring 
to toe closing of Judge Taft's negotia- 
tions, says great indignation is felt 
among the Americans in Rome, who 
are astounded at the niter want of 
appreciation the Vatican bas sbowa 
for American courtesy.
